Bookstore has roots in bridge game 


Nine women gave up cards to operate Bookworm 12 years ago

An Upland bookstore has its 
roots in a bridge game. 

Most of the nine Upland and 
Rancho Cucamonga women 
gathered that fateful day 12 
years ago around a card game 
had been playing together since 
the early 1950s. 

But that day they decided to

work together instead. 

Thus began The Bookworm of 
Upland, one of the area’s last 
independent general 
bookstores. 

“We'd all volunteered in the 
community for years,”’ 
explained Jo Anne Chalfant, 
one of the partners. ‘“‘We’d just 
volunteered ourselves to death 
‘and we just wanted to do 


something different.” 

Although none of them had 
any prior business experience, 
they managed to get the money 
together and make a go of it. 

Today the store at 229 N. 
Second Ave. still is going 
strong. Three of the original 
women have left and a new one, 
Doris Anderson, has signed on. 

Like the others, she started 


through an innocent game of 
cards. 

“We continued the tradition 
— got her out of a bridge club,” 
Chalfant said. 

“Bridge players make good 
retailers,’ added Barbara 
Rusche, another partner. 

Because the seven women 
divide the work among 
themselves, they never have 


had to hire employees. This has 
given them a financial boost on 
the path to success, they said. 

“‘We’ve always operated in 
the black,” said Mura Glenn, 
another partner. 

“We've just worked for slave 
wages,” Chalfant added. 

At the end of each quarter the 
women get together and divide

the profits according to the 
number of hours each has 
worked. 

“‘We earned 17 cents an hour 
the first year,” Glenn said, 
laughing. ‘But we are well 
above minimum wage now.” 
The women work an average 








of 60 hours a month. Although 
they all put in the same hours 
behind the counter in the store, 
they divide up the other duties 
according to skill and interest. 
That’s how Glenn wound up the 
bookkeeper and Chalfant the 
buyer.

Raging fire leaves 99-year-old building in rubble

Tears flowed from Helen 
Liddell’s eyes last week as easily 
as fiery embers tumbled from 
the historic Grand Palace down 
to Euclid Avenue one night 
earlier that week. 

Reduced to rubble by a raging 
fire, the Grand Palace is a 
beacon of Ontario’s past no 
more. 

Ontario Fire Department 
Inspector Floyd Clark said it 
could take at least a week before 
the cause of the fire might be 
known. 

No one was injured in the 
10:41 p.m. blaze. Earlier that day, 
police investigated a report of an 
open door in the vacant building. 
Officers found articles of 
clothing which indicated 
transients may have used the 
building to sleep in, according to 
police reports. 

Later, firefighters secured the 
area to keep passers-by from 
walking through the rubble. 

Liddell sold the building — 
where she offered antiques, 
served home-cooked meals for 
free and hosted piano- and 
banjo-players for 13 years — to

developer Pat Olsen of Upland 
for $225,000 last October.

Liddell felt such a personal 
loss when she learned of the 99- 
year-old building’s destruction 
that she spirited away a chunk of 
charred wood from the site the 
afternoon following the fire. 

“| did a bad thing,” she said in 
a telephone interview from her 
new Covina antique shop that 
bears a familiar name: The Grand 
Palace. 

“‘! took a piece of wood, one of 
the braces. It was laying there in 
the street (Monday). | don’t know 
why | picked it up, but | did,” she 
said. 

The fire investigator 
apparently had no sympathy for 
Liddell’s sentimentality. 

“V’ve got to bring it back,” she 
sighed. 

But nothing will bring back the 
oldest commercial brick building 
in San Bernardino County or its 
fabled past. 

The Grand Palace radiated a 
strange charm that drew West 
Valley and Southern California 
residents inside to commit 
wonderful — and wierd — acts. 






“When it was brand new, there 
was a bank in the corner,” 
recalled Bryce Denton, a history 
buff who has lived in Ontario for 
52 years. 

Seven years after the Ontario 
State Bank opened the city’s 
first vaults, two strangers 
followed a Mr. Sipley into the 
bank, ‘‘bashed him over the 
head, jumped on Fred (the 
cashier), ... and made off with 
$3,000,’ according to an account 
related by Judy Evans of the city 
library’s Model Colony Room. 

The account even includes the 
fact that the bandits escaped by 
engaging the “‘fastest horse in 
Pomana’ to pull their cart into 
the Chino Hills during a rain 
storm. 

Around the turn of the 
century, a mechanic named 
Charley Lampkin built Ontario’s 
first two automobiles in a first- 
floor room, Denton said. 

A few years later, the Pacific 
Electric Appliance Co. began 
producing irons and other small 
appliances. The company grew 
to become Hotpoint. 

By 1934, the company had 
moved out, grown and expanded 
to the point that they hired a 
young college graduate named

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No poison found 
in dog food tests 


Local pet owner wants answers 


* By Mike Krapfl 


Researchers have found no 
poisons in samples of a dog 
food suspected in the deaths of 
as many as 50 West Valley dogs, 
a state Department of Health 
official said last week. 


Roland Morton, a program 
coordinator for the health 
department’s Food and Drug 
Branch in Sacramento, said 
“we've finished our tests and 
we’ve found nothing.” 

Morton said more 
comprehensive tests are being 
done by the suspected dog 
food’s Missouri-based 
manufacterer, Doane Products. 

Officials in Doane’s Joplin, 
Mo., headquarters and its San 
Bernardino branch office are 
vacationing and were unavailable 
for comment last week. 

Morton said the results of the 
state’s laboratory tests of the 
suspected dog food “are very, 
very puzzling. We have no idea 
what caused these dogs to die.”’ 

A batch of Doane’s Real Life 
High Protein Dog Food 
manufactured in San Bernardino 
is the suspected cause of the 
liver failure in as many as 50 
local dogs, according to area 
veterinarians. 

Morton said Doane’s effort to 
find the cause of the deaths 


“thas been way more than we 
expected. They are making a 
legitimate effort to get to the 
bottom of this.” 

In early December, a 


toxicologist at the University of 
Missouri reported finding low 
levels of Aslatoxin in some 
samples of the suspected food. 
The toxin is known to attack the 
liver. 

Asked when a cause for the 
deaths might be discovered, 
Morton said, “It’s in Doane’s 
court now.” 

Linda Marshall, an Ontario 
resident whose three cocker 
spaniels died after eating the 
food, said she had hoped to 
learn more from the state’s 
report. 

“| want to know what killed my 
dogs,” she said. “I’ve been 
promised by Doane, but I’ve 
heard nothing:” 

Marshall has refused to accept 
Doane’s offer of a settlement 
compensating her for the cost of 
the suspected food, the cost of 
the dogs’ veterinary treatment 
and the cost of the dogs 
themselves. 

“They (Doane) claim the dogs 
were just personal property,” 
Marshall said. “But every time | 
go out in the yard and see those 
empty dog houses back there, | 
certainly don’t think I’m missing 
property.”

Bryce Denton from Los Angeles. 

But the old building, which 
was placed on the National 
Register of Historic Places Jan.

New elementary 
school to open its - 
doors in September

A new elementary school will 
open in September in Rancho 
Cucamonga’s Central School 
District. 

Called Coyote Canyon, the 
kindergarten-through-sixth-grade 
school will house 300 students 
in 10 portable classrooms at 
Terra Vista Parkway and Spruce 
Avenue in the Terra Vista 
Planned Community. 

Eventually a permanent school 
will be built at the site, said Patt 
Hatcher. 

Hatcher will be the school’s 
principal but is now the district’s 
director of curriculum. 

Ground was broken for 
construction at the site Dec. 12. 
A committee picked the site 
after meeting six times since 

1984. 

The school is being paid for 
through an agreement with 
Lewis Homes, developer of Terra 
Vista, an 8,000-unit planned 
community. 

A little more than half of Terra 
Vista’s homes, apartments and 
condominiums will be built 
within the boundaries of the 
Central School District. 

The district in 1983 withheld 
certification which would have 
allowed the developer to begin

construction, pending an 
agreement which ensured that 
there would be enough schoois 
to house the children generated 
by the project.

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Highlanders third 
in Blackwatch 
mat tournament

When a number of teams 
failed to renew their contracts to 
compete in the annual Upland 
Blackwatch Wrestling 
Tournament, tournament 
director and Upland head coach 
Mike DeShayne decided to 
switch to a team rather than 
individual format this year. 

Little did DeShayne know, 
however, that by turning the 
tournament into a 10-way he was 
playing right into the collective 
hands of the revamped program 
at Fontana High School. 

Relying on consistent, though 
not spectacular strength 
throughout their lineup, the 
Steelers rolled to a perfect 8-0 
record through the two-day 
tournament and captured the 
team title last Saturday night 
with a 36-27 win over DeShayne’s 
third-place Upland team. 

“!won’t complain about it at 
all,” said Deshayne afterward. 
“Actually, | prefer this type of 
tournament and | think most 
coaches do. When you wrestle 
round-robin duals, your wrestlers 
are guaranteed matches. Before, 
an average wrestler could 
wrestle one match and be gone. 
I'll take third place against these 
teams any day.” 

University finished second in 
the tournament with a 7-1 record, 
with Upland at 6-2 and 
Eisenhower at 5-3. Other West 
Valley teams in the tournament 
included Montclair, which 
finished sixth at 3-5, and Chino, 
which finished eighth at 1-6-1. 

But it was Fontana which 
stole the spotlight, a spotlight 
that just a year ago would have 
been as attainable as a ticket to 
the NCAA Final Four. The 
Steelers didn’t pull it off without 
a tiitch, losing to Apple Valley 
30-28 in an exhibition after the 
Sun Devils forfeited all their 
matches by failing to show up 
for the first day of competition. 

“It’s hard to say whether we 
could have won it with Apple 
Valley in it,” said first-year 
Steeler coach Ralph Burris. 
“They beat us today, but you just 
don’t know how they would have 
competed over the long haul. 
But we’ll take it. The kids really 
earned this one.” 

Hitch or no, the real story is 
that Burris won the tournament 
with a lineup that included nine 
sophomores. But it’s a lineup 
that performed consistently in 
the team format. Only one 
Steeler, Bill Poindexter, won the 
individual title of his weight 
class, but his supporting cast 
made the difference. Steve 
Johnson (100) finished second 


behind upper weight tournament 
MVP Steve Johnson of 
Eisenhower, while Sam 
Archuleta (107), Jason Cox (114), 
Ruben Gonzales (121), Jodi 
Panatoni (156) and Orlando 
Salazar (177) all placed third in 
their classes. 

“We don’t really do that well in 
the individual tournaments,” 
Burris said. ‘‘We’re not real 
experienced and we struggle at 
them. But we’re a good dual 
meet team so this type of 
tournament suited us just fine. 
We kind of came through the 
back door this year, but with all 
the youth we have, we’ll 
definitely be coming through the 
front door next year.” 

Fontana was impressive 
throughout the tournament, 
crushing Norco, Ramona, La 
Sierra and Citrus Belt League foe 
Ike through the first four rounds. 
The Steelers then knocked off 
University 36-28, pounded 
Montclair 44-24 and polished off 
the title with the win over 
Upland. Close as that score was, 
the Steelers had wrapped up the 
match by the 167-pound class 
with a 36-14 lead. 

Upland, meanwhile, finished 
up with two individual 
champions and four second- 
place finishers. Louie Hernandez 
(193) and Mike Tieman (Hvy), who 
improved to 25-5 for the year, 
both won their weight classes, 
while Lam Duong (107) lost for 
the first time this year (32-1) and 
finished second along with Gi 
Kim (147), Eric Hartman (167) and 
Marty Abeyta (177). Abeyta, who 
wrestled for Chino last year, 
went 7-1 in his first full 
tournament since undergoing 
knee surgery. 

While Montclair suffered a 
rather poor team showing, the 
Cavaliers finished up with more 
individual champions — three — 
than any other team in the 
tournament. Mike Atkins (147) 
improved to 24-5 on the year in 
winning his title, while Scott 
Atkins (156) also won his class 
title and improved to 26-1. Daren 
Ricks (177), meanwhile, stayed 
perfect on the season (27-0) and 
was named the lower weight 
MVP for the tournament. 

“We have some inexperience 
at the lower weights so we 
struggle as a team,” said 
Cavalier head coach Bob Bellot. 

Vince LaFarge gave Chino, the 
defending Blackwatch 
champions, its best showing in 
what’s turned out to be a 
rebuilding year as he captured 
the individual title at 128 
pounds. Ron Velarde (147), 
meanwhile, took a third place 
and Joe Velarde (156) tied for 
third in his weight class.

A Claremont man was one of 
175 Americans who met with 
some 200 Salvadorans recently 
to discuss ways to end the six- 
year civil war which has claimed 
some 60,000 lives in the small 
Central American country. 

Louie Duran of Claremont, a 
Los Angeles County probation 
officer supervisor and president 
of a 24,000-member county 
employees union, attended the 
two-day conference in San 
Salvador last November entitled 
“U.S.-El Salvador: In Search of 
Peace.” 

The American delegation 
included union activists, 
clergymen, church workers, 
community leaders and 
representatives of four U.S. 
congressmen. The conference, 
hosted by the Federation of 
Salvadoran Trade Unions, was 
held at the University of Central 
America. 

At the end of the meeting, 
delegates from both countries 
pledged to support the: 

® Stop of U.S. military 
financial aid to the government 
of El Salvador. 

®@ Start of dialogue between 
the government, the Farabundo 
Marti National Liberation Front 
(FMLN) — the forces fighting the 
Salvadoran military — and “all 
sectors of Salvadoran society.” 

®@ Move to free political 
prisoners and those jailed for 
their association with unions 
and account for the thousands 
who have disappeared. 

@ Requirement that the 
government meet the needs of 
the victims of the Oct. 10 
earthquake and to distribute the 
earthquake relief aid from other 
countries. 

Duran, 51, said he met many 
Salvadorans who told of being 
arrested without charges, 
tortured in jail and generally 
intimidated by the Salvadoran 
military which has a strong 
influence on civilian government 
headed by President Napoleon 
Duarte. 

He said he spoke with people 
there who saw their family 
members and neighbors shot 
and killed by Salvadoran military 
troops because they were 
accused of subversive activity. 

Duran said he also saw rural 
areas destroyed by the 
earthquake that had not been 
cleaned up and rebuilt. And he 
met an American woman who 
works for a Salvadoran church 
who said she saw military men 
throw food off truckloads that 
was intended for the earthquake 
victims. 

“When | was growing up, aS a 
student they taught us about a 
country that believed in 
democracy. A country that 
believed in a self-determination 
of the people, based on the 
principles of justice and 
freedom,” said Duran, speaking 
of his American history lessons.

“I'd like to see our government 
acting on the principles it claims 
to believe, what it says in the 
Constitution. | believed it as a 
kid. | don’t want to see our 
government subverting the will 
of the people (of El Salvador) 
because we don’t believe in 
them economically,” he said. 

“| was taught that right makes 
might, not the other way 
around,”’ he added. 

Brad Smith, an aide to Rep. 
David Dreier, R-33rd Dist., said 
U.S. policy in El Salvador is 
sound because ‘‘we’ve seen 
great strides in the last few 
years under the Duarte 
government to correct violations 
of human rights.” 

He added, ‘‘There needs to be 
more improvement and the 
administration is much 
concerned about these 
allegations and wants to make 
sure no one’s human rights are 
violated.” 

He said the “U.S. is applying 
pressure, certainly (to stop the 
violations).” But the purpose of 
the Salvadoran military aid ‘‘is 
strategic to U.S. defense in 
protecting our borders.” 

The United States has given 
the El Salvadoran government 
$500 million in military and 
economic aid every year since 
1981 and President Reagan has 
requested $514 million for 1987 
aid, according to Isidro Gomez, 
an aide to Rep. Don Edwards of 
California, D-10th Dist., who 
attended the conference in El 
Salvador. 

Gomez said it was unlikely the 
U.S. would quit aiding El 
Salvador because the FMLN — a 
guerrilla organization of Marxists 
— Christian Democrats and 
Social Democrats, ‘‘has pretty 
significant support” and may be 
able to topple the El Salvadoran 
government if U.S. assistance 
was halted. 

But Gomez said Edwards is 
among acore of legislators 
attempting to create ‘‘a more 
reasonable policy toward El 
Salvador.” 

He said Edwards is concerned 
about “holding the Salvadoran 
government accountable for 
human rights violations.” 

Gomez said he discussed the 
problems in the country with a 
member of the U.S. Agency for 
International Development (AID) 
in El Salvador, an organization 
that investigates political 
crimes. 

He said Gary Herbertson, an 
AID staff member, told him that 
El Salvador’s ‘“‘judicial system is 
pretty much non-existent.” 

Gomez said Herbertson told 
him “there’s no keeping track of 
evidence,” such as fingerprints, 
tire marks and photographs, 
among Salvadoran prosecutors 
and they ‘‘depend on 
depositions and confessions.” 

Gomez referred to the well- 
known story of Elmer Gonzalez 
Araujo, a Salvadoran military 
officer who is said to have 


ordered 200 soldiers into the 
village of Las Hojas and 
executed 74 people on Feb. 22, 


1983. 


Gomez said U.S. and El 
Salvador officials set up an 
investigation of the massacre 
and he spoke to U.S. Embassy 
members in El Salvador about 
the progress of the inquiry. “|
